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Masonic Researches iu the Holy Land.

A very slim gathering assembled Inst 
evening at Oooper Institute) to hour n lecture 
announced on the above eubject by Robert 
Morris, L L D. The lecturer, although, as 
•bown in the meagre atleodance, not very 
heartily abetted or encouraged by Ilia M".- 
■onio brethren, did his best to make himself 
entertaining, and he certainly, in the in« 
wresting facts he gave in connection with 
his theme, showed that in his tour through 
the Holy Land bis reuearchoa had been both 
careful and extended. 

On the 1st of March last Dr Morris said 
tie started on his tour of the Holy Lund. 
He made Beyrout bii headquarters. He 
foand here a Masonic Lodge known as No 
450 Palestine Lodge. The ritual and cere- 
monies were in Frence, and, in faot, through 
Syria Ffaneb fnfluenceB were in the ascend- 
ancy. He spoke of Rev Mr Fisk, a Mission- 
ary from this country, who had been matin a 
mason before leaving the United Slates, and 
the greater influence he exorcised as a mis- 
sionary on this account. Very soon alter his 
arrivai he paid his rospects to the Grand 
Pacha, being admitted to iiis presence 
through his credentials as a Mason. The 
Pacha w&b deeply ioteresied in his errand 
and aflorded bim every possible assistance 
at his command. On parting with the Paclm 
the Uttor, under bis own sign and soa', gave 
him a letter th t procured bim the best at- 
tention elsewhere. Only the boat class are 
Masons. The poorer classes are bigotedly 
prejudiced againat it. Roman Cotholio in- 
fluence throughout all the Oriont was op- 
posed to Masonry. From Beyrout bo went 
to Damascus. Here he found sixteen Ma- 
•ons, all of great eminence, beginning with 
the Paoba. While thera he helped to or- 
ganize a lodjje. Among the Moslems he 
found great attachment to Freemasonry. 
Moslems and Christians unilu on the plat- 
form of Freemasonry. He spoko in turn of 
his visits to Tyre, JufTa, Jorusalen and other 
places traditionally connected with Free- 
masonry. He found Tyre, which once sent 
forth 120,000 to help bnild Solomon's Temple, 
a miserable town. He did not find a Mason 
hate. Its ancient splendor and intelligence bud 
depatted. Of Jabol and Lebanon he »,ave 
about the same account. At Jaffa he 
discovered more relics of ancient Fr^ma- 
sonrv. He here found fivo Masons inoluafns 
tho Emir. For a moment he branched off 
his topic to ape ak ol a Yankee enterprise in 
the establishment ol an omnibus roole be- 
tween Jaffa and Jerusalem, on the old road 
on which wen) drawn the cedar Irom Lebanon 
nsed in building Solomon's Temple. He 
next Bpoke at length of bis researches at 
Jerusalem. He went to ihe quarry whence 
were taken the stones lor building ihe Tem- 
ple, and there found many Masonic emblems, 
dating back to the time of the crusaders, and 
ha believed they could be found running 
back lo tho time of Melobizedeh. He de- 
scribed his viait to mount Moriah, where was 
founded ihe Knights Templar? of Free- 
masonry. Tho tomb of the first Grand Com 
mander is still to be seen there. The lecturer 
unfolded in turn his researches throughout 
all Palestine and gave interesting descriptions 
of various Masonic omblems he continually 
met in the courso of his travels. Though 
speokiog over an hour ho was listened to 
with deep and unflagging attontion.— N. Y. 
Herald.

An Ill-fatkd Banker. — Sir John Deon 
Paul, the notorious London haule r, it i.i nn» 
uounced, has died in tho penal colony of 
Van Dieman'a Land, at tho nyo of sixty six. 
He was prominent in tho religious world as 
the professed friend of all ihe benovolont 
0':t>irprises, and was for many years a partner 
io the banking establishment of Strachan, 
Hates & Company. In 1855 this widely 
known firm failed, and it wus discovered that 
the securities deposited with them for safo 
keeping had been sold and the proceeds 
nude use of. Criminal proceedings were iu» 
stiiutcd, and or. October 29th. 1855, the three 
partners wero tried at the Old Bailey lor tho 
frauds, convicted, and sentenced to transpor- 
tation lor fourteen years. Tho scene in the 
Court room ot the passing ol tho sentence 
wa'j remarkably solemn arid affecting. Baron 
Alderson, tho presiding judge, in sentencing 
the prisoners, was several time? '.snaMe lo 
proceed with his remarks, and was oc-< 
casionably inaudible. The proaecotor was 
affected to tears, and ihe prisoners seemed 
completely stunned, being unable to utter 
a word. Sir John Dean Paul then vanished 
Irom thi« world of London ; reports were re- 
ceived ol bis good behaviour in pri.-on, where 
ho was employed in makiug baskets, nnd o'l 
bis release on tioket-'oh leave. His sentence 
would have expired in about u year's lime, 
but death hss removed him from all his 
troubles. The case ol Sir J.ihn Djan Paul 
is usually mentioned as a striking prool of 
tho rigor will) which tbo criminal laws are 
enfprood in England, Hia position was such 
as to elicit Ihe sympathies of a lnri>o and in- 
fluential class of socie'y. but he wus never- 
theless eonvic ed, and treated liko any or- 
dinary criminal who had never oojoyed lifo 
in the high places of tho world.

Immediately afterwards he 
married nnd went to Orogon, where lie has 
very restiectublu couu- clionai In Ootulier 
ho returned to this city und and aifain pre- 
sented himself at the bank, and etarrffl thai 
he hud lost his bank book, but wauled to 
withdraw tho remainder ol tr.e deposits, $250. 
As so long a time bad intervened since ihe 
first payment, wi'h no notice of trouble lo 
the officers ol the bunk, they at once paid 
over tho amount remaining. Shortly after 
wards tho gounino owner of tho money, Wll- 
k i na, appealed at the bank and was told lhat 
ihe money had been withdrawn. He im< 
mediately notified tho (.ITicorti above named 
and they, with the aseistanco of one of Ihe 
attaches ol Iho hank, finally dhcoveri-d and 
arrested Plomondon o:i two charges ol 
loigory Mr Hubbard was also arrested for 
his alleged participation in Ibo matter, arid 
was admitted to bail in ihe sum of S2f>()0. 
ft is slated that Piomondon confessed tu ihe 
officers who arrested l\im, but Iho money has 
all been expended. It appears that he lived 
in the same house with Wilkins, Bnd pro- 
cured tho bunk book there, used it and re- 
turned it to its place with ihi memoranda of 
payment erased from it. — S F. Bulletin.

A Voice from " Our Outer llarbor." 



The composition of tbo Legislati\o 
Council is not such as to itinpiro tho 
publio with confnlonco, or to seoare 
satisfaction. Tbo new appointees uro 
either professional mon or ollioiuls, 
with tho exception of Mr LLolbrook, 
Mayor of Now Westminster, who 
iB boat known as a staunch Govornt 
ment man. How tho claim of tho 
Chief Magiatrato of tho chief com- 
mercial city in tho Colony failed to ro- 
coiv? recognition, wo aro at a loss to 
mB^eretand , but tho community, to 
gay tho least, nro surprised not to find 
tho name of Dr Trimble in tho list. 
Precedent having established tho rnlo, 
our citizjns certainly have good ground 
for complaint when the gentleman 
whom thoy havo honored with thoir 
confidence for two successive terms 
ib blighted in this extraordinary 
manner. Surprise is also expressed at 
tho absence from the list of appointees 
of a commercial man, at a pcrio.l 
when it is of tho utmost importance 
that there should bo in tho Council at 
least ono person aulhoiizod to ppoak 
on behulf of tho mercantile community. 
Tho farming nnd mining interests, too, 
aro quietly given tho "go by" in tho 
proclamation ; and it would appeal 
that it haB boon determined to govern 
the country without consulting in ouy 
mannor tho wishes of the productive 
or mercantile classes, who — ns tho 
heaviest taxpayers — havo a right, to 
position among tho appointees. Tho 
Council as at present constituted 
etarid8 as iollows ; — Ollicials, 10; phy 
Bic'mns, 3; barristers, 3; editors, 2; at- 
torneys, 1; ex~oilicials, !• Mayors, 1. 
Total, 21. Not a merchant, manufac- 
turer, minor or farmer, among them, 
and Kcotoucy only to hear from. 

It is gratifying to find that our 
advoonoy of Reciprocity, upon which 
tde future so rauoh depends, is 
thoroughly indorsed by Mr Maclcoan, 
Chairman of tho Bank of British 
Colombia, as well as by the British 
Columbia Committee in London. In 
the able half-yearly statement of this 
bank, published yesterday, will be 
found tho following sensible remark, 
which, coming from such a quarter, 
ought to havo great weight upon the 
public mind in tho Colony. Speaking 
of tbo improved condiiij-n of our 
various interests, as exhibited during 
" tho last year, tho report Bays: — "There 
was ovory prospect of t ho Reciprocity 
Treaty between the United States and 
the Dominion being ratifiod, and if 
.British Columbia were included in 
that treaty it must exorcise a most 
beneficial ofl'cct upon the future of that 
rising Colony, despito its past depres- 
sion.' We aro glad to seo Biioh senti- 
ments exprossod by leading Irionds in 
London. Let tho fzoud work go on.

Editor Daman Colonist : — Since the dis- 
gust ng attack mode a few moniliB ago by 
our local paper, tho editor ia bo humbly re- 
pentant and anxious to obtuiu Government 
pop and smilej, without which, he would 
Btarvo, it ia tiaeloss to expect any grievance 
against the Government being ventilated by 
him. I am, thcreforo, compelled to ask of 
you to do us this favor. 

Tho population of New Westminster ia 
ono hundred and fifty whitea ; thoro aro two 
paid Mugiatratea, and Iwo, if Dot throe, 
Juaticta of the Peace, besides Constables 
and other ollieiala, cuffioient to keep in order 
a population uf ten thousand people. It will 
hardly be credited that at JJurrard Inlet 
(whoro including the several logging camps 
and men belonging to ships, we havo never 
less than four hundred and sometimes little 
ahort of six hundred men, besides numerous 
whisky millB located over the Inlei) that we 
are without either magistrate or constable, 
If wo neod tho assistance of cither — not an 
unfrequeuc occurrence, we lnve to go by 
land und water a diatauco ol Irt in twelve to 
foui'een nulaa to Now Westminster, nino 
miles uf the distance on foot ; as tho stage 
coach, even with six horses, can no longer 
travel tho road ; generally we have ngoin to 
return with tuo officer lo the Inlet and make 
a third journey with our witnesses, thus 
traveling fully forty milea before the case 
can even be brought before tlia magistrate. 
On the fourth day you may get a hearing, 
.vhen, if iho caao ia decided, you may on tho 
next get b.,ck to your businesa ; you may 
easily imagine that wo frequeoily sutler 
uiueli wrong rather than be put to so much 
loss of lime, troublo and expense 

Mainly Irom this causo ships can only bB 
chartered to tuke away our lumber by paying 
higber freights than otherwise wo should do, 
us scarcely a vessel comes here trial the 
Captain baa not to appear boforo a magis- 
tral with aoiiiu of his crew, causing him 
much loeB of time and money Surely atops 
should be token to remedy mia evil. Why 
should a magistrate not reside hero rather 
than at New Weahrinsler. Wo havo a right 
to expect some protection in return for tho 
heavy taxea we pay. By inserting these few

The caBo was originally left to 
arbitration, Mr Lovett for plaintiff, Mr Craig 
for defendant, but from a disagreement 
amongst tho parties it onmo into Court 
Mr McKay and Mr Robertson proved the 
identity, und tho wild and ferocious nature 
of the cow, tho account of the capture ol 
viihich on the ni«htof the second raid elicited 
amusement in Court; Messrs Bales, Grogory, 
Linieker, and Nicholson testified to the dam- 
age sustained by tho serious and in some 
cases irreparable injury dono to over tw.onty 
valuable trees and the destruction of a 
large quantity ol their (ruiuj then rapidly 
approaching maturity. All ;hese witnesses 
concurred that tho amount sued for would 
not cover the plaintiff's loss. Messrs L'isier, 
Craig and Lovott appeared for the defence, 
which tested principally upon three facts 
viz; that Sl5 bad been offered the plaintiff 
in compensation though Dot until after the 
suit was commenced; that there was no 
disagreement between the arbitrators suffici- 
ent to invalidate the original conditions 
under whioh they wore to (live their decision 
and which would justify tho present suit; 
and, that in olleriug $15 lha dooision of the 
arbitrators was supposed to be complied 
with. 'In cross-examination the defendant 
admitted he ran his cows at large night and 
day to lead where and how they coulJ ; that 
■everal complaints had been made to him 
by other parties of tbe evil propensities of 
the cow En quostion; that, nevertheless, he 
took no extra precautions with her on :!iat 
account; and only sold her oiler her des- 
tructive raid on the plaintiff's garden. The 
grounds on which ilia Honor based bis 
judgment, however, appeared to bo tho 
decision of tbo umpire Djchent, who was 
subsequently selected to decide, and who stated 
upon what he was told the,t tie thought $25 
wouldfairlycover tbe loss. This decision olDe 
obent, His Hooor conceived took tho case al- 
together out of his bands and left him no 
alternative, but to divide tho amount fixed 
ipon -by the arbitrators, and the amount 
stated by the umpire, viz: 35. Judgment 
was therefore piven in favor of plaiutill for 
f22 60 and costs. Mr Bishop for the plain- 
liff, Mr Courtney for defendant. / 

Amothkfi Wreck. — Wo regret to havo lo 
leoord another of these events in our waters 
so soon after that of the Del Norta. Our 
readers will recollect that the Amorican 
•ohooner Thomas Woodward, Captain Ar- 
thur, from San Francisco, laden priuc'pally 
wth groceries end dry goods for Sitka, left 
Esquimalt harbor last Tuesday week. On 
tbe evening of tha 25th alt, while running 
before a strong S E wind, she struck on the. 
extreme edge of the reef which is said to ex- 
tend out from fibore three-quarters of a mile 
at Shelter Point, near Cupo Madge, about 
30 miles above Oomox. Owing to tbo 
gale increasing violently soon after the vessel 
struck, tho efforts made by Cupt Arthur to 
get his vessel afloat were useless. Oj the 
seoond day she keeled o"er on tho reef, when 
tbe sea mado a clean swoep over her, and 
■oon broke her to pieces. Capt Lywis arrived 
the next day with tho Otter, ho that the pej. 
pie on board the Woodward did not stiller 
any great hardships. Captain Lewis bouglit 
the wreck, together with such portions of the 
eargo as were Heating on tbo bunch, for $105 
Tha liquor was all destroyed as fast as it 
came on shorn to prevent its lulling Into the 
hands of the Indians who gathered in crowds 
round the wreck. Ouptain Leon Smith, his 
wife, Mr Sh irpser and Major Christmas, pas- 
sengers, went to Sitka by tbe Otter; Captain 
Arthur, his c;rew and three passengers came 
down to this city in tho schooner Surprise, 
which arrived yesterday morning. The 
disaster is said to have occurred through the 
incompetency of the pilot on boutdr Tbo 
vessel and cargo wero insured. 

Liubkal. — Tho yjung Marquis of Bute, 
who holds so prominent a position just now 
in English society, acted vory creditably at 
tho recent oloclions. His own sympathies, 
he acknowledged, were with Mr Giffard, the 
Conservative candidate for Cardiff, but before 
tho election ho wroto to Ool Stuart, his 
cousin, tho sitting member lor Cardiff, staling 
— ' that every tenant on tho Bute property 
was absolutely Ireo to votu us he ploased, 
and that no elector should have anything to 
fear lrom his comciantiously oxercising thn 
franchise.' It would bo woll were thoro 
moro of such instances ol justice and liberal- 
ity during largo land owners. 

Small-Pox at Albbrni. — A letter has 
b;en received from tho houd of the Alborni 
Mission, stating that small-pox broke out 
amongst the Indians on Barclay Sound and 
that iu tbe space of a few days over one 
hundred doaths occurred. The eurvivjrs 
woro greatly alarmed, and imagining that 
tho Bea air bad something to do with tho 
calamity fled into tho interior, whore thoy 
will, no doubt, perish miserably.

Some- 
times for a whole wook Dothing at all comes 
through, then a lot of papers will urrivo with 
parbaps two or three dates missing."

The 
oil of cognac, tho sulphuric acid and other 
articles that give fire and body lo tho liquid 
poisou, are always kept in store. The mixer 
buys theso things in various quartore. They 
aro the stuplea of his art.'
